A Mongolian Pompeii Being 
Explored 
In tho desorts of Mongolin, far 
away from cities and civilization, 
& rumour originated somo years 
‘ago of a dead city, abandoned by 
its inhabitants for centuries, and 
buried ever more deply 
ting sands, says a, writer in 
the "New York Times.” In 1907

Between Chinese Vendors, 
and Mr. C, P. Rakusen 
in HM. 


Judgment was given 





[Supreme ‘Court on Monday ofter- 
incon, by his Houour Ji Sir 
Skinner Turner, in the caso in 





which a group’ of Chinese sued 
C.-P. Rakusen for $2,900, tho 
agreed purchase price of an 
optician’s business in Nanking 
Toad. Defendant, who paid $5 
alleged to be bargain money, de- 
posited $1,000 in court, "and 
claimed various sums paid by. 
himself but for which he held 
plaintiffs were liable, and the 
principal one of these—amounting 
to 40 per cent. of the contract 
price—was allowed by his Lord- 
ship. Judgment was given for 
plaintiffs for $1,180, with costs. 

Mr. Tycho Wing appeared for 
plainiiffa, and Mr, R. F.C, Mas. 
ter for defendants. 

His Lordship said:—The plaint- 
iffs swe here for damages fot 
‘breach of contract dated February 
10, 19%, in which the defendant 
with one R. A, Thompson aggeed 
to buy’a business at that timo 
running in the Nanking Rond for 
w sum of $2,300.
